Trappist Monk, After 


40 Years of Silence 
in lowa Monastery, 
Is Released for Five 
Days Because of Sis- 
ter’s Death and Finds 
the World Complete- 
ly Changed. 





CHICAGO, May 25. 
Z ORTY years of profound, unbroken 
F silence within the walls of a Trap- 
pist monastery; his own tongue 
held speechiess by the vows of his or- 
der; cut off, in mind and body, from 
every living contact with the great, 
active, throbbing world lying beyond 
the closed gates, and then release and 
Mberty for a look at that world and for 
speech with his kind through five brief 
days—this is the experience which has 
fallen to Henry Gillespie, who is known 
to his fellow monks as Brother An- 
“drew. 

It was in 1867 that Gillespie entered 
New Mellary Abbey, in Iowa, renounc- 
ing everything relating to the life he 
had known—putting aside his very 
mame. After these two-score years, an 
indulgence was granted | »* by the ab- 
bot, in order that he might visit the 
deathbed of his sister, Mrs. 
Sheehan of Chicago. He was too 
to speak with her before she died. 

Tragic? Brother Andrew smiled when 
he was told that death had preceded 
him; for death, like ..fe, 
mean but little to this man. 
-He entered the monastery 
and vigorous man of 31; he ste 
of the gates gray and old, well past 

the allotted three-score and ten. 

Changed? Yes, but think of the change 
that has come over the world in that 
time!

His World Stood Still. 


For 40 years the world within t 
walls of New Mellary has stood still, 
with nothing to distinguish one day 
from another. The rigors of monastery 
discipline, the changeless round of pray- 
er, and labor, and devotions; these have 
tTmiade the sum and substance of the 
years. 

In the outer world kings have passed 
away, empires have been shaken to ruin 
and others have risen- in their stead; 
world-relatiogs have shifted a hundred 
times. 

The brothers of New Mellary Abbey 
have known nothing of all this. Now 
and again, in times of awful catastro- 
+. phe, prayers for the dead have been of- 

fered under the abbot’s orders; but 
knowledge of events has stopped short 
there. 

To the day's news, the world’s pas- 
sionate- purposes and works, the abbey 
wal's have been impenetrable. 

And on the outside—what a pace we've 
kept! The record of the last forty years 
fe the record of the world’s proudest 
achievements. Surely the very sight 
of the new Chicago ought to have been 
enough to amaze this grave old monk. 


Not Amaszed—Only Troubled.

He seemed not to be amazed—only

While he was free, he visited 
among the members of his familly, 
quietly, and when the five days were 
‘ever he went quickly back into the 
nilence, there to remain. 

The Trappist order dates from ‘he 
middle of the twelfth century.

ORMER Congressman Orlando Bur- 
F rell, 80 years old, known to fame 
as “‘the white mule politician,” has 
surrendered the mayoralty of Carmi and 
announced that his office-holding days 
are over. 

Burrell has been one of the unique 
ficures in political life in Southern Illl- 
the of the Civil War.

ter he was nominated for County Judge, 
his nomination coming from the Repub-

bates. Burrell made his appearance at 
these gatherings astride a huge white 
mule. The humor of it caught. the peo- 
ple and Burrell was elected.

1894, he was nominated for Congress in 
the old Twentieth District, his oppo- 
being Representative James R. 
Williams. Nominally, the district was 
Democratic by 2000 majority, and Bur- 
rell’s defeat seemed foregone. 


Then came a big dual rally at Fair- 
field, where both parties ‘“‘paraded’’ in 
the old-fashioned way in the presence of 
thousands. Heading the Republican pa- 
rade. rode .Burrell on his ‘vhite mule. And

Tom White was serving a sentence in 

the Frankfort Penitentiary for murder 
when Judge Hargis went to Frankfort 
and returned with him to Breathitt 
County. It was not long after the re- 
lease of White that the alleged con- 
spiracy was formed to kill Marcum, 
Jim Cockrill and Dr. .. D. Cox. Wheth- 
er or not these men vere victims of a 
plot, all three were killed. 
Moses Feltner, one of the alleged plot- 
ters, and the first to make a confes- 
sion, was under indictment for murder 
in Breathitt County at the time the 
three men were killed. He said both 
Hargis and Callahan promised to se- 
cure his freedom if ne was convicted 
of killing Jesse Fields, he would as- 
sist them in getting rid of Marcum, 
Cockrill and Dr. Cox. 


At the time the alleged plot was laid 
Marcum was Feltner’s attorney and 
had secured a reversal of a _ verdict 
against him through the Court of Ap- 
peals. Feltner says the leaders of the 
Breathitt feud regarded him as the 
best man to kill -farcum because he was 
in close touch with him by reason of 
the fact that he was a client and that 
he would not be suspected. At that 
time Marcum had become alarmed over 
numerous threats and did not appear 
on the streets of Jackson unless ac- 
companied by some woman of his family 
or with his baby in his arms. 


Marcum Knew Details, 


That Feltner had no idea of carrying 
out the plots, but entered into them 
with a View of saving the life of his at- 
torney, was demonstrated before. the 
assassination of Marcum. He not only 
kept the attornev in daily touch with 
the movements of the alleged conspira-

LONDON, May 23.—A mi'linery expert 
has decreed that Dame Fashion must 
accept the “haystack” hat. The mil- 
liner’s creations may — still resemble 
flower or vegetable gardens, so far as 
the ’ immings are concerned, but: if they 
are to be in consonance with the latest 
style they must, as nearly as possible, 
reserr ble a haystack.

Burlingtog’s. Voluntary. Reduction

Railroads. 





CHICAGO, May 25.—The recent action 
of the Burlington Railroad in cutting 
the fates’ on transcontinental mail to 


meet the competition in service and 
time of the Rock: Island, is .having an 
important bearing on the question of 
mail compensation generally. 

It is said that the voluntary reduc- 
tion made by the Burlington is being 
seriously considered by the Postmaster- 
General in determining whether the to- 
tal compensation received by the rail- 
roads shall be reduced between $5,90v,- 
000 and $6,000.000 annually. 

This fact became apparent when a 
committee of prominent railroad men 
called on the Postmaster-General with 
a petition asking him to rescind the 
order requiring the total tonnage -ar- 
ried over a mail route for one week to 
be divided by seven, instead of by six, 
in arriving at the average tonnage coar- 
ried. Such a division as the Postmas- 
ter-General is insisting on will redi:ce 
the mail compensation nearly 14 per 
cent. The paacy me ng of the committee 
was W. W. Bald , assistant to Presi- 
dent Harris of the Burlington.

‘I want 
to thank the people of Arkansas for 
their support. It was a tribute unex- 
pected to a boy of my experience. It 
was a greater victory to me than all the 
spoils of office. I am young yet. I can 
bide my time. Two or four years will 
set lightly on my shoulders. I second 
the nomination of my worthy opponent, 
W. H. Kirby, for Attorney-General] and 
ask that the vote of this convention be 
made unanimous for him.’’ 

There was tumultuous uproar that 
showed tnat Pindall had played fine 
politics. 

From the convention Pindall retired 
to his home in the Seventeenth Sena- 
torial District to practice law and to 
wait. But something happened to drag 
“im back into the limelight earlier than 
he had expected. 

Senator Howard Robb, representing 
the Seventeenth District in the upper 
legislative body, had not served more 
than two weeks before he became ill. 
Pneumonia developed, and two weeks 
later he died. 

The vacancy was filled temporarily by 
the appointment of Abe Dreidell, a liv- 
eryman of Arkansas City. Then a &#pe- 
cial. election was ordered. Meanwhile, 
Gov. John S. Little had been. stricken 
by a nervous trouble that made doubt- 
ful his ability to resume his office, 
though his friends long insisted he 
would soon recover. 

He Gets Into the Race. 

Pindall won the special election with- 
out a struggle. A week later he was 
sworn into office, and within another 
week had looked the situation over and 
announced his candidacy for Lieutenant- 
Governor. The 35 members of the Sen- 
ate elect the Lieutenant-Governor. 

With five candidates already in the 
field, four more entered. Political in- 
trigues, trades, bushwhacking and ma- 
neuvering were uppermost in legislation 
of the late days of the session, but 
Pindall sat still and waited. He is a 
Job when it comes to patience. 

The night the caucus was held a com- 
bination between his opponents was 
agreed on, and Rowland of Boone was 
slated as the man “‘to beat Pindall.” It 
was then conceded that Pindall was 
the strongest man in the race. Through 
18 successive ballots Rowland led the 
field, Pindall following closely as sec- 
end, and six voting each time for Simms 
of Chicot. When the break came Pin- 
dall knew he would get the Simms sup- 
port, and on the nineteenth ballot it 
came. 

Gov. Pindall took the oath of Lieuten- 
ant-Governor when the Legislature ad- 
journed May 14. Immediately after this 
the announcement was made that Gov. 
John S. Little had suffered a relapse. 
He has been brought back to Arkansas, 
but it is reported his condition is hope- 
less. Pindall will probably handle the 
chief executive's office uninterrupted for 
the next two years.
